Commissioner said it waa difficult for 
en and women to understand tho im- 
portance of the work in hand unless they 
could witneas the evils themselves.

was of public notoriety, there wero 
thousands growing up in private to fill Ibe

:ir sin. The methods adopted by ilia 
Army were often criticized. He was not

rescue of such persons, and he was 
quite prepared with slati&tics to buck tho 
system they had adopted.

once made their hearts bo glad, and their 
lira k bright. Alae that Peter's words 
should be so trne of them — "It is hap- 
pened unto them according to the proverb. 
The dog if turned to his own vomit again, 
and the bow that waawaHhod to her wallow- 
ing in Ote mire.*" 
But aia there not among those who read 
i paper, end who attend onr holiness

meatings from time to time, a largo num- 
ber who might filly term themselves 
♦■backsliders," not became ihey have for- 
saken God, turned bade to a life of sin, 
but because the; hart ttubfcn back from a 
level of experience which their souls once 
enjoyed? 

If a man or woman wbo has so far 
tested of the powers of the world to come 
bb to realize the cleansing power of llis 
blood of Christ, the complete deliverance 
from inbred sin, and the perfect love and 
peace of the entirely sanctified, if these 
cast away their confidence, or step from 
the high poaition obtained through iLlo 
grace of God, and instead of perfect liberty, 
ful l into impurity and couilict, allowing 
the enemy to caat into their hearts again 
seeds which, when they spring np, bring 
forth only evil, sorely they are aa realty 
backsliders as the ono who, after pardon 
and reconciliation with God, goes buck to 
bis sinful course, although their fall may 
not be followed by the same awful con- 
sequences. 

Looking aronndj I find threB chuseB of 
backslider! :— 

1, The open backslider, who tramples 
Tinder foot the precious blood of Jeaus, 
spuming the love and mercy of God in 
order that they may gratify their love of 
tid, deliberately crucifying the Son of God 
in the boose of His friends. Or, perhaps, 
if there is not this deliberate choosing of 
ein and rebellion agairiBt God, yet, being 
Overthrown by the enemy, having fallen 
into open sin, they lie there, paralysed 
partly oy their love of the evil thing, nr 
because they are out of heart, and despair 
of salvation, 

2. There art the faar^bickslta'ers. Very 
common indeed are these, The form of 
religiqnkeptup.tmt.alasl the power gone. 
Very exact, perhaps, in the regular attend- 
ance to the letter and the order of service, 
hat the spirit ie gone oat of it all. Clouds 
atO they without Jiater; living deaih ie 
their condition ; " walking corpse " might 
be written— is written by the Spirit of God 
— upon them ; withered, twice dead, soon 
to be " plucked up by the roots." Back- 
sliders in heart — they are "filled with 
their own ways," filled with flelf-sfiUsfai- 
lion. May God wake them up, to repent 
in self-loathing at Hie feet, before it is too 
late, and a backslider's hell becomes their 

& But ifl there not another class, who 
hardly deserve the term "backsliders, and 
fat, af I eaid before, they have sudden 
flack from the enjoyment of a full salva- 
tion — notao far perhaps, aa to lose their 
sonship and title to heaven. Yet the wit- 
ness of the Spirit, attesting the purity of 
their hearts, is gone — " the unction of the 
Holy One," the abiding indwelling of the 
Holy Ghost aa a Spirit of power, keeping 
tbem in pexfeot peace ; this, with them, is 
a thing of the past. Oh, let ma ask all 
who read this — Officers, sergeants, soldiers, 
preachers, teachers and professors— search 
veil if this in any degree be true to yon. 

What was il Jaans said to thit Church 
of Epueaus, ones bo zealous and out-and- 



oot for God that they had a pehlio bonfire 
of their idolatrous books? Ho praised 
them for thair labors, and patience, and 
standing by the truths of Christianity— 
nay, even their suffering for His name's 
sake, " tfetertfieia*," aaid He, "I have 
some w bat against thee, because thoo hast 
left thy first love." 

Oh, my Lord, although I have not for- 
saken Thee utterly— although I know that 
through the precious blood of Jesus I have 
a title to heaven, and have seasons: of jcy, 
aud I still love Thee and Thy work, and 
Thy people, is it yet possible that I have 
in any sense, ' gone hack ' from entire r.^d 
whole-hearted surrender to TheeP Has 
my soul in any degree become stained with 
ainf Oh, my God, hart Thou a 'nsser&s^ 
few' agaicBt me?" __ , ,. 

Lul &we «u>in he well applied, ana i 
beseech you, don't read another word until 
yon have definitely settled this point. 

Now, if I go to these three classes of 
backsliders, I shall probably find that the 
cause is the some, although different in 
degree — sin. The first admit it, very 
freqneutly, without any shame ; the 
second, if sufficiently pressed, may ac- 
knowledge their heart-bacttfllidiriir; tliB 
third — the class to whom I am specially 
speaking — may not be able to discern the 
precise moment or causa of their loss, and, 
if pressed to give a reason for the lose of 
the blessing, may say, "'Well, I fear I 
gave way to dnnht — was not so steadiest 
'- my faith as 1 ooght to have been." 

"With many this is true to the very 
letter. Through absence of emotional 
feeling, and through pressure of tempta- 
tions to question the reality of God's work 
in their soul, the* have yielded tho ground 
to the enemy. 

Many " perished in the wilderneae he- 
use of their unbelief," *nd many are 
languishing there now from the same 
pause. The lifa of holiness is a life of 
faith in the Bon of God, not merely a life 
into which the soul leaps hy aa od of 
faith. "A* ye received the Lord Josae,-" 
ye have to walk in Him " — not by feeling, 
or seusible manifestation b of God's power, 
bot hy maintained trust in the blood of 
Jesus Christ. 

But whilst with some, "doohL" is 
purely and simply tbe cause of their loss. 
I fear that with many even the "'doubting" 
is brongbt aboot by some compromise with 
sin, some yielding to tbe spirit of the 
world which is about them, allowing them- 
selves in soma foolish frivolouB conversa- 
tion, not because they like it, bat because 
to be singular, and reprovs sin, brings 
upon ns coolness on the part of friends and 
hatred en the part of those who love not 
the Lord. 

"Come out from among them, and be 
ye separate, 7 ' is tbe Divine command, and 
failure to comply with this Co-uiriiBJid, is the 
cause why many — who, in onr holiness 
meetings, have been cleansed and filled with 
the joys of God's full salvation — have yet 
fallen back, either to the former unsatis- 
factory life, or worse, 

As enure devotion and fnll trust o:" the 
heart are absolutely essential to gat a 
clean heart to tho conditions moBt be 
maintained, or the blessing will be for- 
feited. I think 1 may say boldly that no 
one ever lost the blessing except by failure 
on one or both of the Be points. As God 
is true, no one has or can fulfil the sii ople 
conditions of fall consecration and full 
trust of the heart, and fail in realising the 
blessings promised hy the Lord. k 

Is the reader conscious of having lost 
the perfect love and peace ones possessed V 
Come hack, fay the simple conditions, to 
the same Saviour whoee blood redeemed 
you and once cleansed your heart from all 

Lest the devil should tempt yon to defer 
the matter, t must remind yOu that' onoe 
light haa come to your soul, revealing your 
backsliding, you mnst either return to full 
compliance with (4od'a revealed will, ra 
forfeit all title to His favor and His heaven. 

" Remember, then, from whence thou 
art fallen, and repent, and do the first 
works, or else I will come onto thee quickly 
and removo thy candlestick out of his 
place, except thou repent."— Sev. ii. G.

Eul.thuuk 
God, the Salvation Army came to the 
island of Ceylon, Wo 11, 1 did not accept 
the Salvation Army wholesale, becanscr I 
had been cheated so often, and I could 
iiaior find what my heart craved for. When 
I had tbe chance of going to tbe city of 
Colombo, I used to sit m their n>eo tinge 
ith a prejudiced htart, to find fault, be- 
niflfl friends told me a lot of Stories nbnnt 
the Salvationists — what a noise they made, 
how they wore eo bold as to say they were 
saved!

Iu thn first four 
years of his life the rebellion broke out in 
Upper India, and littlu Frederick beard 
hushed atoriesof massacres and bloodshed, 
but his own family eBoapsd such an un- 
timely end.

sndfiniabeditatCbelteuhaniColIege. He 
then prepared for the Indian Civil Service; 
passing all the examinations, he was soon 
admitted thereto, and for the next four 
years held an honorable government P oai " 
tion with a handsome annual emolument. 
While his h«ut and head were thus filled 
with worldly ambition, God spake to bis 
soul and he became fully converted, and 
immediately felt a burning desire to do 
some thing fortius heathen millinns of hi* 
adopted country.
